Had the twelve millions of dol 
lars appropriated in tho payment 
oi sugar bounties been utilized in 
the construction

rigation in the arid 
West what a 
different result 
would 
havo 
been 
attained. 
New lands would 
havo 
been opened up to settlement 
and 
cultivation 
lands 
which 
would 
have been productivo for all time 
to come. 
Laud, which 
to-da- y 
is 
absolutely valueless, would at onco 
become desirable, every dollar dis- 
bursed by tho government 
would 
havo been returned to it three and 
four fold through tho sale of such 
lands 
whon 
onco 
reclaimed. 
Whilo to tho cntiro West the 
dis 
bursement of such a sum of money 
would havo met a new era of hope 
and prosperity. 


This statement is not 
based 
on 
speculation, but on facts. 
In the 
past, with tho 
exception 
of tho 
moneys 
collected 
from 
customs 
and internal revenue taxes, theie 
has been no sourco of revenuo 
so
